The house i ig 5 described in the re- 
4 port of the Royal Commission on 
Historical Monuments as being ori- 
ginally one building of the central 
hall type, with. north and scnth 
cross-wings and a south’ extension.” 
4 It was bujlt probably early in the 
; sixteenth century,, but a floor has 
since been inserted in the hall, and: 
considerable modern valterations 
have been made. On the east front 
the timber’ framing is exposed at 
‘the south end; the date, 1510, be- 

low the south gable i is said to have 
been discovered when this was done, 

’ In the upper floor of the sduth 
wing are two blocked two-light wia- 

dows -divided vertically by irow 
bars, and in the roof over the cel- 
tral block is a gabled dormer. In- 
side the building some of the tim- 
ber construction is exposed. The 
two blocked doorways in the north 
wall of ‘the south cross-wing’ sug- 
gest this to have been the buttery, 
Wing.

Buildings, ; and: ten ‘archacological'|’ 
societies replied that, no buildings 
of historic interest had ever: been 
removed from their districts; two
